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o Introduction 


The Supplementary Schedules for Non-NISA 
Applicants are mandatory schedules that must be 
completed by CFIP applicants who do not 
participate in the Net Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA) program. The information requested on 
these schedules allows CFIP to calculate the claim 
year program margin, as well as to obtain 
additional information on partnerships and 
corporations that are applying to CFIP. 


Important Information 


¢ All non-NISA applicants must complete 
Part 7 - Claim Year Income, and Part 8 - Claim 
Year Expenses. A copy of the Statement of 
Farming Activities (T2042 for individual 
applicants) or Financial Statement (corporate 
applicants) for the claim year must be attached 
with Parts 7 and 8. 


¢ Partners in a partnership must also complete 
Part 9 - Partnership Information. Each partner 
in a partnership must complete a separate copy 
of all applicable supplementary schedules, 
reporting 100% of the partnership’s income and 
expense information. 


¢ Corporations and co-operatives must also 
complete Part 10 - Shareholder / Member 
Information. 


¢ Multiple Operations: If you are involved in 
multiple farming operations, assign a number to 
each operation and complete a separate copy 
of all applicable supplementary schedules for 
each operation. 


Important Information (cont'd) 


Applicants must complete and submit all applicable 
supplementary schedules and supporting docu- 
mentation with their CFIP 2002 application on or 
before the application deadline of October 1, 
2003. For CFIP purposes, supplementary schedules 
do not constitute an adjustment to the CFIP appli- 
cation.

| Claim Year Income 


Part 7 of the application is used to provide a 
breakdown of the income you received in your 
2002 fiscal year. Transfer information from your 
2002 Statement of Farming Activities or 2002 
Financial Statement. 


Commodity Sales and Program Payments: 
Provide an itemized breakdown of each source of 
income and the amount you received in your 
2002 fiscal year. Use the NISA Commodity Code 
and Program Payment List on Pages 3 to 6 of this 
package to assign the appropriate code to each 
income item. 


Under this heading, you must also indicate any 
crop insurance payments or any provincial 
program payments (as listed in the Provincial 
Payments Table on Page 3 of the CFIP Guide to 
Completing the Forms) that you received in your 
2002 fiscal year. 


Other farming income: Transfer amounts for 
each line from your Statement of Farming Activities 
or Financial Statement. Please provide an itemized 
breakdown of all income items listed as “Other 
Income (Line 9600 of your T2042). Also, if you 
received an AIDA or CFIP payment in your 2002 
fiscal year, enter the amount received on this Part 
on Line 9544 - Disaster assistance and program 
payments. 


Part 8 of the application is used to provide a 
breakdown of the expenses you incurred in your 
2002 fiscal year. Transfer information from your 
Statement of Farming Activities or Financial 
Statement. 


Under the appropriate expense heading, indicate 
the amounts incurred in your 2002 fiscal year. 
Where necessary, use the NISA Commodity Code 
and Program Payment List on Pages 3 to 6 of this 
package to assign the appropriate code to each 
expense item. 


Complete Part 9 if you are reporting income and 
expenses as part of a partnership. Provide the 
names of all other partners, their percentage share 
of the partnership, and their Social Insurance 
Numbers (SIN) (or Business Numbers (BN) if the 
shareholder is a corporation). If another partner- 
ship is a partner, report the beneficial ownership of 
each individual member. If there are more than 
five partners, attach a separate list with the 
partners’ names, percentage share, and SIN (or 
BN). 


Example: The Fred and Mary Smith 
Partnership (a 50 / 50 partnership) owns 60% 
of the Sunny Skies Partnership. Therefore, 
Fred and Mary Smith would each have a 30% 
beneficial ownership in the Sunny Skies 
Partnership. 


Shareholder/Member Information 


Complete Part 10 if you are applying as a 
corporation or a co-operative. Transfer information 
from your Statement of Share Capital. 


If you are applying as a corporation, indicate the 
total number of outstanding (voting and non-voting) 
common shares held by all shareholders. If you are 
applying as a co-operative, indicate the total 
number of members in the co-operative. 


Enter the name, SIN, and number of shares held by 
each shareholder / member who actively 
participated in the day-to-day farming operations 
of the corporation / co-operative. If the 
corporation / co-operative has more than ten 
shareholders / members, attach a separate list of 
the shareholders’ / members’ names and SINs.
